programme. 
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A NATIONAL RETURNING BOARD. 

Democratic criticism, in its objection to 
the declaration of Mr. Hares’ election as 
President, has been mainly directed against 
the exercise by the Louisiana Returning Board 
of the authority to scrutinize the returns of 
the State, notwithstanding that authority is 
distinctly conferred upon the Board by the 
laws of the State. The Democrats have 
united in denouncing the action of the 
Board as g EN arbitrary, and despotic. 
Without now further discussing the merits 
of this particular question, we desire to draw 
attention to the fact that the Chicago Times 
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Democratic organs and politicians in the 
proposition, that one branch of Congress, 
without any sanction of law and even with- 
out the concurrence of the other branch, 
shall exercise over the entire vote of the 
country the same right of scrutiny as that 
exercised by the State Returning Board of 
Louisiana over the vote of that State. We 
know of no terms in which to make 
the injustice of the Democratic position 
more striking or its inconsistency more 
glaring. It demands that a National Return- 
ing Board be set up, as decidedly partisan in 
its character as the Louisiana State Board, 
without any warrant of law for its action, 
excluding a co-ordinate branch (the United 
States Senate), and having itself a reversion- 
ary right to choose the President, and it de- 
sires that this partial and partisan Returning 
Board shall arbitrarily canvass the Electoral 
votes of the whole country, and count or 
reject as it pleases, without authority and 
without evidence, For this is precisely what 
it means to give the present Democratic 
House of Representatives the right to reject 
votes of its own motion. If the action of 
the Louisiana State Board, which at the 
worst proceeded according to the forms of 
law, was unfair, arbitrary, and fraudulent 
(as the Democrats claim), then what shall be 
said of the proposal to erect a National Re- 
turning Board out of a partisan majority of 
a single branch of Congress withow any 
law, and whose action shall be absolute, 
final, and taken without testimony or delib- 
eration ? 

The proposition is made even more unfair 
by the fact that conferring this power upon 
the House of Representatives confers also 
| the power to throw the election of President 
into its own hands. If the House of Repre- 
sentatives alone, and in the manner desired 
by the Democrats, ean reject Electoral votes 
at pleasure, then it always has the power to 
deciare a failure to elect and to proceed with 
an election of itsown. ‘Thus the President 
would become the niere creature of the House 
of Representatives. This, we believe, is the 
favorite project of the loquacious and bump- 
tious editor of the Chicago 7'imes ; but to ac- 
credit the framers of the Constitution with 
any such intention is to deprive them of the 
wisdom and patriotism which have hereto- 
fore been conceded to them. The present 
House of Representatives reflects the

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before, the double power (1) of determining 
dy itself that there has been a failure to 
@lect by the people, and (2) of choosing a 
President without any reference to the latest 
expression of the popular sentiment. The 
latter right they possess under the Coustitu- 
tion when there has been a failure to ‘elect, 
but there is nothing which enables them 


stitutional right. The only authority which 
Congress, as a whole, derives from the Con- 
stitution to deal with the vote for President 
is in the general provision that Congress 


shall have power to make all laws necessary 


and proper for carrying out the mandates of 
the Constitution, one of which is that the 
Electoral vote shall be counted. To this we 
agree, and we hope Congress will proceed 
legislatively to determine how and 4 whom 
the vote shall be counted. But the 
Chicago Times contends that the House 
shall act as a final Returning Board 
without waiting for any law, and shall 
of itself determine by its own voice 
what votes shall be counted and what votes 


| shall be rejected. For this there is no sug- 


gestion of authority in the Constitution, no 
law in the statute-books, and no joint rule of 
action to which both branches of Congress 
have agreed. Any effort on the part of the 
partisan majority in the House of Represent- 
atives to disregard the votes of the States 
which have been transmitted to Washington, 
or to discriminate against them in such man- 
ner as to arrogate to itself the right to choose 
the President, will be extra-constitutional 
and revolutionary. If a partisan majority in 
the House may 4o this, it may likewise 
ignore the Senate in all law-making power, 
and constitute itself a cabal for the arbitrary 
and despotic rule of the nation. The people 
of the Unitea States cannot afford to risk 
such a danger for any President or any set 
of office-seekers. 


GOV. CULLOM oN ‘THE REVENUE LAW. 

Gov. CuLtom’s inaugural address will be 
read with general interest. It is ably written 
and isin excellent taste. Its recommenda 
tions and suggestions can hardly fail to re- 
ceive a general public approval. The Gov- 
ernor, like all other citizens of the State, is 
impressed with the evils resulting from the 
defects of the Revenue law. He defines one 
of these evil results very clearly when he 
says: 

The machinery of our present system is in many 
matters of detail too cumbrous and complex, «a 
fact which gauses unnecessary cost and delay in 
the collection of taxes, and raises many difficult 
questions in the execution of the law. The system 
affords a standing temptation and inducement to 
the reluctant taxpayer to resist and evade the pay- 
ment of his proper shdre, and a considerable por- 
tion of the taxes is not paid by the persons not col- 
lected from the property chargeable therewith, and 
taxes thus evaded are rctaxed to the uncomplain- 
ing portion of the taxpayers. The dignity of the 
State and simple justice to the majority of tax- 
payers require that when a tax has been levied upon 
property assessed justly and fairly, and in a man- 
ner not open to constitutional objections, it should 
be prompt!§ enforced and collected. In no other 
way can the principle of equity in the bearing of 
public burdens be preserved. The failure or omis- 
sion of any one taxpayer in the payment of his 
share increases to that extent the charge upon the 
other, as this default must be made good by in- 
creased levies. 

The taxation in the State is increased be- 
cause of these defects. When the Auditor 
fixes the rate of tax on which to raise the 
sum of revenue needed for the State, he is 
driven by necessity to include from 10 to 15 
per cent additional to cover the loss in rev- 
enue caused by tax-fighting. In the same 
way a like addition is made to county, city, 
and town taxes; so that the taxation of the 
State is increased 10 per cent in order to 
cover the loss of revenue because of the fail- 
ure of every tenth man to pay his taxes. 
The legislation that will cut off this system of 
tax-fighting and make the payment of taxes 
compulsory will be equivalent to a reduction 
of taxation 10 per cent, and involve no loss 
of revenue. Can the Legislature ignore a 
proposition that will reduce the taxes of the 
State and of all its municipalities 10 per cent 
without reducing the revenue? The cost of 
collection is also excessive, and it would seem 
that the constitutional provision for fixed 
salaries as a substitute for fees has been 
practically defeated, the cost of collecting 
the revenue being greater now than before 
the change. The defects of the Revenue law 
are especially severe upon the cities of the 
State which are seriously involyed as to the 
past, and have no protection for the future. 
The Governor thus refers to their condition 
under the law : 

Our present system, as applied to the collection 
of municipal taxes particularily, is so imperfect 
that not only are the taxes so far as collected borne 
unequally, but the finance and credit of many mu- 
nicipalities are needlessly embarrassed and im- 
paired to such an extent in several instances as to 
seriously obstruct the discharge of the necessary 
municipalduties. Under the operation of the pres 
ent law in the larger cities the back tax uncollected 
is so large an amount that the taxes annually levied 
are insufficient, and a considerable annual des- 
ciency is caused. There are few purchasers at the 
tax sates, and the real property is forfeited to the 
State. It is true the tax remains a lien upon the 
property, but as the penalty is only entered at the 
rate of 10 percent per annum compounded, more 
ami more taxpayers are finding out every year that 
this is avery easy way of making a forced loan. 
While you provide for the remedy of the abuse in 
the future, such disposition must at the same time 
be made of the back taxes standing on the books as 
will insure their collection. 


There can be no remedy that will be effect- 
ual that will not give the power to collect 
these back taxes. : 


A NEW ELECTION IN LOUISIANA. 

We deprecate, along with Prof. Szetre 
and the Chicago Bulldozer, any outcome of 
the pending dispute about the choice of 
President which shall put upon the country 
the renewed cost and strife of another gen- 
eral election, but we cannot, on that ac- 
count, agree to the partisan construction 
which the Bulldozer mvents, as follows: 

If the two Houses of Congress cannot agree in 
the discharge of their constitutional duty, then 
there is full, complete, and ample constitutional 
power in the two Houses separately to settle and 
determine the whole matter. It is in the constitu- 
tonal power of the House alone to appoint the 
President, and to determine, by and for itseif, 
when that power shail be exercised. It is in the 
constitutional power of the Senate alone to appoint 
the President, and to determine, for and by itself, 
when that power sball be exercised. 

It is only within the constitutional power 
of the House of Representatives to choose a 
President when it shall have been ascer- 
tained that, of all the persons ‘voted for by 
Electors, no one has received @ majority of 
the whole number of Electors appointed. 
But such fact, if it be a fact, cannot be 
known until after the votes have been 
counted,—that is plain enough; and if the 
two Houses cannot agree upon a rule for 
counting the votes, and it be arbitrarily and 
illogically held that this power does not rest 
with the President of the Senate, who is 
constitutionally vested with the possession of 
the votes and the right to open them, then 
the votes will not be counted. There will 
then be no basis for declaring that no person 
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— the House of Representatives cannot 
constitutionally proceed to choose a Presi- 
dent. This condition of things will leave a 
vacancy, in the offices of both President and 
Vice-President at the expiration of Gen. 
Grant's term, and in that event the law re- 
quires the calling of a special election for the 
following November, 

It is obviously desirable that such a result 
be avoided if it can be done lawfully. The 
‘clearest and most direct way to avoid it 
would be by an agreement of the two Houses 
upon some method for counting the vote 
that has already been taken. It is just pos- 
sible that this may be done. It may be that 
the two Committees now in Louisiana will 
return to Washington with such a showing 
that will lead to a practical agreement. It 
may be that the Conference Committee of 
the Senate and House will be able to agree 
upon some obvious construction of the Con- 
stitution relative to the count. But if not, 
and there is certainly small hope for 
it under the circumstances, there is 
still one compromise having the au- 
thority of law which will obviate 
the necessity for holding another general 
election. We refer to the proposition which 
has been heretofore suggested by Tux Tu- 
ung, to hold an election in Louisiana this 
winter. That is the only State now in dis- 
pute. It is admitted that a majority of the 
people in twenty States of the Union have 
expressed themselves in favor of Hares and 
Warri, and also that a majority of the 
people in seventeen States have expressed 
themselves in favor of Tn and Hen- 
pricks. In Louisiana the Democrats claim a 
majority of all the votes cast, and the Re- 
publicans claim a majority of all the votes 
lawfally cast. If the dispute cannot be set- 
tled peacefully and according to the forms of 
law, what fairer method is there than voting 
again for Presidential Electors in that single 
State during the winter, and postponing the 
final count till then ? 

We have been told by some Republicans 
that Louisiana, surrounded as it is by the 
States in which bulldozing has already been 
successful, could not escape another experi- 
ence of the same kind. Weare inclined to 
think this is an error. The late election in 
Louisiana was held at atime when all the 
other States were holding elections, and the 
Republicans were too much occupied in the 
closely-contested States in the North to give 
the elections in Louisiana and the other 
Southern States the attention they ought to 

have had. A special election in Louisiana, 
involving the result of the Presidential con- 
test, will enlist such attention and scrutiny 
from the entire country that there will. be no 
opportunity for fraud or intimidation. Thou- 
sands of citizens of both parties will go there, 
and there will not be a voting-place 
| in the State that will not be fully protected 
by the presence of men who can command 
respect and enforce compliance with law. 
Such efforts could be made on both sides as 
would bring out the last vote in the State. 
Locally, it would be a blessing to the people 
of Louisiana, for it would practically deter- 
mine the dispute between the two claimants 
for the Governorship. The actual majority 
would be ascertained beyond a reasonable 
doubt, and both parties would be bound to 
abide by the result. Asthere is already a 
law authorizing the holding of a second 
election where there has been a failure to ap- 
point Electors, certainly there is a decided 
preference for holding the election in a sin- 
gle State over the necessity that may other- 
wise be forced upon the people of going 
through the excitement, expense, and busi- 
ness prostration of atiother campaign 
throughout the country. : 
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WAR IN CINCINNATI. 

At last the Cincinnati editors are by the 
ears, and have commenced calling each other 
all sorts of bad names. The scrimmage has 
grown out of the fact that the Commercial 
has offered to take the Sheriff's printing for 
less than the Sheriff proposes to pay the 
Enquirer, whereupon the Znguirer hurls 
mud and filth at Mr. Harsreap like a scav- 
enger. From its columns we learn that he is 
“a consummate liar,” a conscienceless, 
unprincipled, low-lived, beefy, cringing, 
fawning, merchantable self-seeker,” ‘‘a 
beefy booby,” a Mr. Gabble-Guts, a 
man without afriend,” “‘ acoward and a sneak 
by nature and by training,” a malignant 
animal,” a bully without a trophy,” “a 
filthy blackguard,” a poor, infirm, weak, 
and despised old man,” a well-known liar 
and defamer,” a mangy dog,” a boorish, 
vulgar, and coarse blackguard,” and a 
thief.” The Commercial hits back with col- 
umns of such playful assaults as these: 

That which we hear of the young proprietor of 
the nguirer would in a sympathetic bosom excite 
apprehensions on the subject of his premature 
decadence. It is melancholy to behold a eorn-fed 
child of nature losing the fine curvatures of youth 
while still in the twenties. 

The saddest part of the affair is that the 
Gazette, which has nothing to do with the 
fight, improves the opportunity to steal up 
behind Mr. Harstreap while he is engaged 
with the Enquirer man and strike foul 
blows. The Gazette is very ponderous, and 
deals its blows with a pudding-bag. The 
Enquirer hits with a cudgel, dancing a sort 
of Irish jig the while, and the Commercials 
thrusts are made with a keen-edged rapier. 
The Gazette, speakiug of Mr. Hausrran, says: 

But with success, and those things which come 
with it, and with graver years, he wants to be- 
come respectable, and then he begins to fee) vul- 
nerable. But journalism does not rise and set 
with him. It is renewed in perpetual succession. 
Others are entering the path he has trodden. 
Perhaps in those who are just entering the race 
he finds what he bas not before encountered, one 
who will come down to his own level in personal 
journalism, and use his own weapons upon him. 

We are somewhat surprised and pained at 
this sudden outburst of spleen in Cincin- 
nati. We had supposed that such offensive 
personalities were confined to the St. Louis 
editors, and that the Eatanswill Gazettes 
were all printed on the other side of the 
bridge. Our advice to all concerned is to 
quit, kiss, and make up at once. The n- 
quirer and Gazette combined cannot hurt Mr. 
Ha.strap, who has mental and moral muscle 
in abundance, and none of them can better 
their condition or improve things by bandy- 
ing epithets. Such an exhibition of mud- 
throwing in a city noted for its refinement 
and culture is calculated to bring Cincin- 
nati into general disrepute. 


The news which comes from Europe, of a 
weakening upon the part of Russia, now 
that the Conference is drawing to a close, is 
somewhat surprising, but we imagine it 
grows out of an unreadiness on her part for 
assuming immediate hostilities, rather than 
from any apprehension that she would 
eventually be worsted in the encoun- 
ter. A war between Russia and Turkey will 
not be child’s play. Although much less in 
population, the Turks have an actual army as 
| large as the Russians. They are well equip- 
ped and armed. Their batteries are pro- 
vided with the Best Krapp guns. Their 
commissary is of the very best. Their fleet 
isa more powerful one than the Russian,

problem of the Russians must be to pro- 
vision the large army which they will march 
into the Turkish provinces. Upon this very 
point, Von Morras, the great German mili- 
tary authority, who took part in the Russo- 
Turkish campaign of 1828, wrote: 

In such ap uncultivated and impassable moun- 
tainous country it is impossible to unfold large 
masses, because they can be supported only by 
means of requisitions. Smaller armies, which de- 
pend upon trains and magazines, which can only 
be brought forward ona few small roads, can't 
under any circumstances invade a hostile territory 
till the fortresses in their back are taken or sur- 
rounded by sufficient masses. The Turkish fort- 
resses are in a very bad condition, but, in epite of 
this, they played in all campaigns a very important 
role. 

The same situation exists now as then, 
and, taken in connection with the fact that 
the mountainous character of the country 
has always been a great advantage to the 
Turks in their defensive wars, shows that 
the war between the two nations must bea 
very hard-fought one, although there can be 
no doubt as to its ultimate issue. 


ment has been givento the reform of the 
German judicature. At present, judicial pro- 
ceedings in the several States vary, the old 
forms existing before the Empire continuing. 
The Government sought to unify the judicial 
system as well as to reform it in several par- 
ticulars. A few years ago the consent of 
Parliament was obtained, and a Commission 
was appointed to draft the reform laws. 
When this Commission finished its labors 
the scheme was published, and the discussion 
has been general throughout Germany. The 
result was that the bills were considerably 
sifted, and public opinion had its full effect. 
The result of all this preliminary examina- 
tion was a bill or bills which were submitted 
to the Reichstag a year ago. The Reichstag 
referred the business to a special committee 
authorized to sit during the session and re- 
cess, and prepare the bills for the last 
stage. It was understood that the Reich- 
stag would accept the work of this 
Committee, and, as the Government 
was in constant communication with the 
Committee, it was expected that the great 
measure would be adopted promptly and 
unitedly. This expectation, however, has 
been disappointed. While there was a 
practical agreement between the Govern- 
ment and the Committee as to the organiza- 
tion of the courts, appointment of Judges, 
and other matters, there were certain polit- 
ical points to which the Government would 
not give its assent. These were concessions 
to public liberty. The differences arose 
upon the following points: Parliament in- 
sists that press offenses shall be tried by 
juries instead of professional Judges. 
Though this would give some freedom to 
Ultramontane editors in Ultramontane dis- 
trieta, still the country generally prefer preas 
trials before juries to the trials before courts. 
On this point the whole Liberal party is 
united. Juries are allowed in political cases 
in Baden, Bavaria, and Wurtemberg, and it 
is insisted that the same rule shall prevail in 
Prussia and the other States. The Berlin 
correspondent of the London Tunes thus 
enumerates other points on which the Gov- 
ernment insists and which Parliament op- 


Now, as before, the Public Prosecator, though a 
mere administrative officer at the beck and call of 
the Cabinet, is to possess the exclusive privilege 
of lodging a criminal charge. Now, as before, no 
Government employe is te be sued for abuse of 
power, unless the question whether such abuse has 
been committed is answered in the affirmative by 
a special Court, to which the matter must be re- 
ferred before proceedings can be taken. Now, as 
before, editors and all persons connected with 
newspapers shall be liable to be subpeenaed if they 
refuse to give evidence as to the authors of articles 
which have appeared in their papers. Now, as 
before, the Government shall have the right to, 
appoint assistant Judges in the lower courts, to 
act only fora time, subject to recall or reappoint- 
ment to an inferior position, as the case may be. 
Now, as before, the Public Prosecutor and Court 
shall be entitled to order the seizure by the Post- 
Office authorities not only of a single letter 
suspected of containing criminal matter, but of 
all letters in the handwriting of certain suspected 
persons. Thé mere perusal of this catalogue will 
suffice to show the politics of the Government who 
refuse and of the large majority in and out of Par- 
liament who demand. 

The same writer calls attention to the 
emptiness of the pretense of Constitutional 
Government in the sense as known in En- 
gland, as shown in the fact that in an As- 
sembly of 400 members not over 50 have 
voted for the Government, and the Govern- 
ment refuses to be guided by the Assembly. 
The result is that Parliament will persist in 
its liberal demands and not obtain them, 
‘bnt the Government must lose its judicature, 
and postpone its desired supreme tribunal for 
all Germany, and a uniform administration 
of justice in all the States. The refusal of 
the Government to yield will, it is expected, 
help the Liberal party at the coming elec- 
tions. This struggle between the Govern- 
ment and the people may be protracted, but 
there can he but one eventual result. The 
Government will have in time to yield. 
The people will refuse the new judicial sys- 
tem until these hberties are granted, and, 
while the Government can refuse the popular 
demand, it must do without its Imperial ju- 
diciary. It is a question of endurance,— 
which can wait the longer.

Lonnox, Jan. 8.—A dispatch from Constantino- 
ple states that at to-day's meeting of the Confer- 
ence Signor Corti, the Italian Ambassador, in the 
name of the other European Plenipotentiaries, con- 
troverted arguments adduced by Safvet Pasha at the 
last sitting. 

The Marquis of Salisbury supported Signor Cor- 
ti's views. 

The Turkish representatives, nevertheless, did 
not withdraw their refusal to accept the conditions 
proposed by the Powers. They however took part 
in the conversation on guarantees, especially on 
that relative to an International Commission. 

The discussion was animated, and at the close of 
the sitting was adjourned until Wednesday. It is 
generally believed in Constantinople that the Con- 
ference will Only hold a few more sittings. Lord 
Salisbury will probably prolong his stay beyond the 
date for which he had engaged a steamer. 

2 SERVIA. 

A Belgrade telegram announces that the Skupt- 
schina has been prorogued until June, because the 
Prince and his Ministers were not willing to meet 
it under the present critical circumstances. 

The Standard’s special from Belgrade says Gen. 
Nikitine is working at plans for transporting a 
Russian army corps through Roumania to Servia. 

THE BULGARIAN ATROCITIBS. 

The Deily News’ special from Vienna states that 
Lord Salisbury has demanded that Chefket Pasha. 
the principal actor in the Bulgarian atrocities, be 
tried again, Mr. Baring, Secretary of the British 
Legation, having reported that the trial was a 
farce. 

THE CAUSE. 

The Vienna correspondent of the 7imes explains 
that Turkish stubbornness is partly due to the 
fact that while the Turks are aware that modifica- 
tions have been conceded by the European Powers, 
stil] the proposals as originally presented by the 
plenipotentiaries have not as yet been officially 
withdrawn. The difficulty is, therefore, to save 
the dignity of the Powers by finding « form in 
which to clothe the compromise they are ready to 
agree to. Lord Salisbury is making strenuous 
efforts in this direction. 

LITTLE HOPE. 

The Pera dispatch of the Daily Telegraph says 
no ultimatam was presented in the Conference 
yesterday. The endeavor was made to ascertain 
what concessions the Porte would grant. The 
Turks strenuously and absolutely refused 
the form of the International Commission 
proposed by the Powers, but would possibly 
consent that the nomination of Governors be made 
subject to their approval, and would stipulate that 
the form of proposal be considerably modified so 
as to conform to the arrangement existing in regard 
to Lebanon. 

The Conference will probably conclude its sit- 
tings this week. Hope of a satisfactory conclusion 
is vety faint. 

THE TURKS READY.

AN EXECUTION, 

Coxcond, N. H., Jan, 5.—Elwin Willis Major 
was hanged to-day for the murder by poison, two 
years ago, of his wife Ida. 

Gn the 20th of December, 1874, Major called a 
Mrs. Davidson to attend his wife, saying she bad 
one of ber bad spells, but there was no hurry. 
Mrs. Major died that night in violent convulsions. 
The body was buried, but, Major's conduct causing 
suspicion, was exhumed Jan. 9, 1878, and the 
stomach being subjected to analysis by Prof. Wood, 
of Boston, over two grains of strychnia were found 
in it. Major had refused to havea mortem, and 
insisted that his wife diedof eating camphor: that 
she had had severe spasms before from a similar 
cause. e had been reading medical books and 
making inquiries about poisons and their action 
that were considered suspicious. Mrs. Major was 
only 18 years of age, but had borne her husband 
five children. He had comp 
health and lack of ability, and 
Sarah Howard, a woman whom 
do chores round the place, would make a much 
smarter aud more business-like wife. This girl tes- 
tified toa conversation with Major after y 
was exhumed. When she told him that the doctors 
had made a post-mortem, he said It they find 
strychnine in her, my God! what Shall do? 
What if she had taken it by mistake?" He said he 
had bought some in 1870 to kill foxes. She then 
asked him what he would do if they took up El- 
lens body and those of the children; he said, 
My God! they have taken them up, have they?“ 
He wrung his hands and appeared 1 agitated, 
saying. Do vou suppose I shall be arrested!“ 
This Ellen’ was his sister-in-law, with whom 
it was afterwards found that Major had maintained 
iHicit relations. As strychnia was aleo discovered 
in her stomach, it was concluded that he had 
poisoned ber to get rid of her. 

Major's first trial resulted in a disagreement of 
the urg; A second trial was had in December, 
1875. he soner was the principal witness in 
his own behalf, and adhered to his story that he 
had always treated his wife kindly, and her death 
had resulted from eating camphor. On New- 
Year's Day, 1876, the jury, greatly to his surprise 
and consternation, retarned a verdict of guilty, 
and sentence of death was im uring 
the year's interval between his condemna- 
tion and execution Major took things quiet- 
ly, affirming his innocence, and evidently cherish- 
ing hopes of a commutatzon. When on Wednes- 
day his dress was 1 and he was removed to 
the condemned ceil and placed under guard he was 
visibly moved. He passed last night calmly in re- 
ligious exercises. At the scaffold he wag u to 
make a confession, but reiterated his declaration of 
innocence. Before the drop was sprung his nerve 
deserted him, and be fell upon his knees ntterly 
broken down. He died without a struggle. The 
execution was strictly private, only the witnesses 
required by law, the necessary attendants and the 
reporters being present. It took place in the prison 
corridor, the gallows and white cap employed at 
the execution of Evans, the Northwood murderer, 
being used.

The néegssities of justice require that the Govern- 
ment's information as to the berson who delivered 
this money up he not disclosed. 

Winslow appeared at his desk this morning. and it 
was noticed by the clerks that he paid closer atten- 
tion to his business than usual, keeping his eyes 
almost constantly upon his desk.

was summoned to the cashier's room, and noti-

TWO ONE-HUNDRED-DOLLAR BILLS 

said by thé Treasury experts to be part of the orig- 
inal package. The officials were fortunate enough 
to secure the numbers of the notes sent. These 
two notes are said to be included in these numbers. 
Upon Winslow's person was found a ticket for New 
York, purchased since Saturday. His house was 
searched and but $50 found, which the wife, who 
evidently has had no knowledge of the affair, said 
was set apart from his modest salary for house- 
hold necessities. 

WINSLOW WAS LODGED IN JAIL TO-NIGHT, 
and will have a hearing to-morrow. Hammond, 
the officer of the bank in Chicago who opened the 
package, will be summoned to testify that the 
package received by the bank was bogus. 

At Winslow's house was found also brown tiesue 
paper, identical in texture and quality with the 
slips which composed the bogus package. Pieces 
of the peculiar paper similar to that out of which 
the bogus envelope was made were also found 
there.

THERES ARE A FEW STRANGE FACTS 
which have come to light in regard to the workings 
of the detectives of the United States Treasury De- 
partment and tnose of the Adams Express Compa- 
ny. When the loss of the $11,990 was known in 
the office of the National Bank of Illinois, the of- 
ciale of the institution immediately notified those 
of the Express Company, and they in turn had 
a conference with the Washington authorities.

This 
mignt have seemed plausible enough to the detect- 
ives, but their manner of working the matter 
shows that they acted with noither discretion, 
care, nor judgment. In the first place, 
they found F. 8. Winslow occupying a responsiole 
denk in the Treasury Department at Washington.

The truth. however, came out, when it wus iou 
that Winslow was employed in the Kedemption 
Bureau. His career is too well known to be given 
in detail. His connection with the Milwaukee 
Avenue Savings Bank and the Scandivian Bank in 
this city are tob recent to have been forgotten. He 
was given a place in the Treasury upon the recom-

B. Allison, of Iowa, and the Hon. Caaries B. Far- 
well. Winslow ts really a man of attractive ap- 
pearance, a good musician, and somewnat of a 
unguist. He undoubtediy worked upon Mr. Far- 
well’s sympathies, fur that gentieman at one time 
gave him employment. but Winslow had no repu- 
tation that me even cared to sustain, except to 
prove that he was naturully dishonest. 
TUE BANK OFFICIALS FEEL INDIGNANT

Express Company. The detectives had no right to 
enueavor to jure the standing of their empioyes, 
either by act or imputation, or to work up the case 
without notifying them. To say the least, it looks 
like a great lack of judgment; and somewhat sus- 
picious that the detectives should have worked as 
Winslow suggested, when he was ove of the shad- 
owed parties.

MARK SHERIDAN. 
There died at half-past 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, at Mercy Hospital, Mark Sheridan, Alder-

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A PROBATE COURT. 
WHAT JUDGE WALLACE THINES. 

At the recent annual dinner of the Dar Associa- 
tion Mr. Justice Scott, of the Sapreme Court of 
this State, in response to the toast, The Bench 
and Bar, made some remarks calling attention, 
among other things, to the fact that re- 
form was necessary in the matter of en- 
larging the number of courts. He dwelt at 
some length on the crowded condition of the dock- 
ete im very many courts throughout the State. and 
urged upon his hearers the absolute necessity of 
creating more courts in order to dispose of this 
vast mass of legal business promptly and efiicient- 
ly. Had Justice Scott known something in partic- 
ular about the state of affairs in the County Court. 


his remarks might have been made more emphatic 
without danger of exaggerating the importauce of 
the care. At present, the Couaty Court has juris- 
diction over all probate matters as well as over 
bastardy cases; insane cases; tax matters; applica- 
tions for judgment for the sale of real estate for 
non-payment of taxes; all special assessments, in- 
cluding applications for the appointment of Com- 
missioners to make the assessment and for the con- 
firmation of their reports; all cases under the In- 
solvent Debtors’ act; all cases where there isa 
charge of failure to support 1 relations; be- 
sides common law jurisdiction in all cases where 
the amount in controversy does not exceed $500.

With these matters under the jurisdic- 
tion of a separate Probate Court, it will readily be 
seen that the business of each court will be cou 
ducted with systemand accuracy, and that cases 
will not cumber the books for years.

YET UNCONVERTED. 

A LITTLE INCIDENT |

When 
the gentleman was accosted by his 
drunken friend, whe apparently seemed deter- 
mined to hang on to him, he 2 — up the idea of 
going to the meeting and turned round to go down- 
stairs. But his drunken friend still held on, and 


insisted on his goingin. After thinking the mat- 
ter over, the liquor-man decided to go in, and in 
they went, and gradually made their way down 
the aisle until they were near the centre of the 
room. The drunken man was anxious to go fur- 
ther, and stated that he wanted to make a speech. 
Mr. — objected to anything of that kind, and 
stopped about midway apd sat down beside his 
friend. During the proceedings the drunken man, 
who was pretty near delirium tremens, kept jene- 
ing up and trying é0 interrupt the exercises with 
some remarks of bie own. His friend held 
him by the coat-tail and pulled bim back, 
and seme of the reons in the vicinity 
told bim te keep him quiet, and when the services 
were over the Saath mancould be taken into 
one ef the inquiry - rooms and talked to there to 
more advantage. lu the meanwhile Mr. Sawyer 
closed his remarks, left the platform, and came 
walking down the aisle. The drunken nian said to 
him, ** | want to get up and make a talk,."’ Sawyer 
replied, ** You are drank, sir; you are in no con- 
dition to talk. Le admit this was so and 
uieted somewhat. When the meeting was over 
the sober individual took his tipsy friend into the 
back room, and after a while 
SAWYER CAME IN 
and sald tothe man, Lou have no business to 
come here in such a condition as this. The man 
aid. I know it, and | didn't want to come, but I 
was brought here. Then Mr. Sawyer turned to 
the sober individual and sad. What are you here 
for? Said e. Lam here with this man, who is 
an old acquintance of mine.” Do you want 
prayer“ No; I am in the liquor business 
myself, and I thought 1 would look in 
with this fellow and see if anything could be done 
fur him. Why don't you quit the business?” 
said Mr. Sawyer. Can't do it,” said the other 
man: it is my tréde. I did start in same other 
business, but had to quit ii.. Well,“ said Mr. 
Sawyer. I look upon any man in that business as 
a thief and a robber Thereupon the sober man 
flared up and asked permission to talk fifteen min- 
notes. Mr. Sawyer refused. Would he allow ten 
minutes? No; not ten minutes. Then the man 
wanted five, but was refused; then three minutes, 
but Mr. Sawyer would not grant that either. Then 
he put his hat on the table and said he was 
GOING TO TALK ANYHOW, 

and proceeded to do it. He told Mr.Sawyer he had 
been in this liquor - business for nearly eight years. 
One day some friends came to him and wanted him 
to quit. They offered him a place to eell — on 
commission. lle h been working on 
a salary, but accepted this offer 
and went to work on a commission. 
One day a man came to him and told him a country 
merchant was at one of the hotels pretty drunk, 
and that it would be a good thing to ge hold of 
him, sober him up, and sell hima big order of 
g The reformed whisky-ecller went to the 
saloon, found his man, stayed with him all night, 
eobered him up, and in the morning, when his 
nerves were pretty we braced for business, there 
swooped down npon him some salesmen of other 
houses houses standing high in religious circles— 
and carried him away to dens of vice and got him 
drunk again. The individual who had sobered 
him up once hunted him up again, and again 
straightened the country merchant. He then took 
the man into the store and asked him to bay some 
goods, but the country merchant said his nerves 
were unstrung, and that he was unfit for business. 
He then fell into the hands of the salesmen of the 
religious houses and again got drunk. Now, said 
the man, these salesmen were employed by high- 
toned commercial houses, who put their hands in 
their pockets, take out $15 to $20, hand it to their 
salesmen, and send them forth to use it in getting 
those country merchants drunk. I den paid on 
commission, and not being furnished with money 
by my employes for this purpose, was unable to 
compete with them. I found I could not get an 
business, and co uently no commissions, an 
I had to give up that job and return to whisky -sel)- 
ing. But, said Mr. Sawyer, yon t to 
have stuck it out. I did. said the man, for 
about three months. I stuck it out till Ieame dovn 
to two meals a day instead of three, 
and doth those two were soup. 1 
then thought there was no virtue in sticking at it 
any longer, and I returned to the whisky basi- 
ness. Did you pray at all?“ said Mr. S.wyer. 
No,“ said the man; my wife prayed con- 
siderably and I tried to work, but with her pra bers 
and my work we came down to two meals a day, 
both soup; and I returned to the whisky business. 
The man further intimated to Mr. Sawyer that he 
had for eight yoo been an observer of whisky and 
its effects, and that after a studious perusal of the 
face of Mr. Sawyer he was of the opinion that he 
(Mr. 8.) still drank liquor. Thie Mr. Sawyer de- 
nied, but the man persisting in his declaration de- 
parted, and has not been at Farwell Hall since.

THE RUSSIAN FLEET, 

CuaRr.eston, 8. C., Jan. 8.—The Russian Min- 
ister, M. Shisken, accompanied by Rear-Admiral 
Crown, of the Russian navy, arrived here from 
Washington this morning. About 8 a. m. the 
tussian corvette Bogatgie hove in sight off the bar 
and was boarded by a pilot-boat, which bronght 
her commander, Capt. Schafroff, and six officers 
to the city, where they had an interview 
with the Russian Minister. The corvette 
has twelre guns, men, and twenty 
ofticers. Three other vessels of the Russian fleet 
are expected to-morrow, namely, e 
Svetland. & guns; corvette Askead, 8 guns; and the 
disvatcn-boat C@hiser. d guns. The Svetland is 
gommanded by the Grand Duke Alexis, whom the 
Knesian Minister expects to meet here to-morrow. 
The fleet stops here for coal and provisions, after 
obtaining which it goes to Port Royal. where it 
will remain until the winter weather is sufficiently 
moderate to enable it to go to New York.
